The Government sale of Liberty 
Bonds ends tomorrow morning, June 
fifteenth. Germany and Austria are 
reporting the Loan a failure. We 
have received a telegram from W. R. 
Compton, Chairman of tbe Central 
Committee of the Liberty Loan Or- 
ganization, St. Louis, indicating that 
the desired goal of eighty-four mill- 
ion dollars for the Eighth Federal 
Reserve District, in wmoh our county 
is located, is short of the mark. 

We are rich as compared to some 
other sections of the country and if 
we fail the chances are strong for an 
average failure throughout America. 
What shall we do? We appeal to 
you, readers of the Kentuckian. 
Shall our enemies say we are not be- 
hind our Government? Shall we dis- 
courage our Government and our be- 
loved sons who are ready and willing 
to sacrifice their liwesfor the protec- 
tion of our homes? Shall we protect 
them with food, clotting, arms and 
munitions of war?

SOLDIER TO FACE 
MURDER CHARGE 

Sheriff in Louisville With War- 
rant for Coyer, Accused 
By Mother of Girl. 

Louisville, June 13.— Bringing with 
him a warrant for the arrest of John 
Coyer, 22, member of C. Company of 
the First Kentucky Infantry, charging 
the soldier with the murder of Lula 
Viers, 19, Sheriff O. H. Stumba, of 
r loyd county, arrived in Louisville 
Saturday night and returned with 
Coyer. 

The body of Lula Viers was dis 
covered in the Ohio river at Ironton 
late Tuesday night. Mrs. Lo tie 
Viers, the girl's mother, of Preston 
burg, hurried to Ironton and identifi- 
ed the body. She immediately went 
before the authorities and made 
charges against Coyer,. + 

The body was held down with an 
eighteen pound weight. 

Coyer is a resident of Auxier, Ky., 
and there still is a charge against him 
in the Prestonburg courts of seduc- 
tion. Mrs. Viers told the Ironton of- 
ficers that her daughter was the moth- 
er of a child at the age of 16. 

She alleges that several weeks ago 
Coyer and her daughter left Preston- 
burg together and that Coyer return- 
ed alone, telling her she "would nev- 
er see Lula again."

Germans in the region running east- 
ward from Soisons into Champagne, 
and on several sectors of the Austro- 
Italian theater. 

Sir Douglas Haig's troops have 
again smashed into the German front 
east and northeast of Messines and 
largely extended the gains previously 
made in this region. Nearly two 
miles of trenches were stormed and 
occupied by the British, and in addi- 
tion the small village of Gaspard, di- 
rectly east of Messines, was captured. 

Berlin reports activity by the Brit- 
ish cavalry east of Messines during 
Monday afternoon, but says the attack 
by the mounted men was repulsed 
and only remnants of them were able 
to return to their positions. The Ger- 
man artillery in the neighborhood of 
Lens and Ypres is bombarding the 
British line. 

The artillery of the French and Ger- 
mans is still active along the Chemin- 
Des-Dames and in Champagne. Dur- 
ing Tuesday the French made raids 
on German trenches near the Butte 
De Mesnil and in the region of Haute 
Cheoucheem.doing considerable dam- 
age to the

The demonstration 
has cau sed a strong impressio n. 

Jackson Barnett, reputed to be the 
weathiest Indian in the United States, 
has subscribed to $640,000 worth of 
Liberty loan bonds through his guir l- 
hn, Carl J. O. Hornett, of Henryetta, 
Okla.

Kilts may replace troi s rs for civil- 
ian dress in England. Their adop- 
tion is under serious consideration in 
many parts of England as a result of 
the government's advice that men 
should wear material of one hue to 
economize its dyestuffs. In support 
of kilts, a government fashion expert 
says they dispense with the nuisance 
of pressing. 

Injunctions secured by the Ken- 
tucky railroads and other public ser- 
vice corporations prohibiting assess- 
ment of their franchise taxes at full 
property value and directing assess- 
ment at 60 per cent of actual value, 
the valuation fixed for all other than 
corporation property in the state, 
were affirmed by the supreme court 
the first of the week. 

Energetic support of the Russian 
provisional government by the Cos- 
sacks has been pledged by their dele- 
gates to the congress of peasants by 
Dr. Kuban.

As the old legend goes, the father 
of the Greek King Midas, once king 
of Phrygia, was originally t poor 
peasant. The people of Phrygia be- 
ing much disturbed, an oracle had in- 
j formed them that a wagon would 
bring them a king who would put an 
end to all their troubles. Not long 

I' after this saying, Gordius, Midas' 
father, suddenly arrived in the midst 
of an assembly of the people, riding 
in his wagon. At once, to the great 
surprise of Gordius, they made him 
king. In his gratitude Gordius dedi- 
cates the wagon to the god Zeus, and 
it was placed in the acropolis at Gor- 
dium. The pole of the wagon was 
tied to the yoke by a knot of bark, 
and a second oracle declared that 
whoever untied that knot should 
reign over all Aaia. It was Alexan- 
der who untied the knot by cutting it 
with his sword, thus assuming him- 
self to be the man referred to by the 
oracle.

Dr. Holt maintains that the aim of 
those oil botli sides of. the Atlantic 
who believe the formation of an in- 
ternational league is the only practic- 
al way to prevent future wars has 
become the real purpose of the pres- 
ent war. "Before such league be- 
comes possible, however, German 
autocracy must be crushed and Dem- 
ocracy must prevail.," he, said. 

"The League to Enfcsrce Peace is 
devoting all its energies; through 
35,000 members in all parts of the 
country, to keeping this high purpose 
before the people as the most effec- 
tive spur to patriotic enthusiasm. 

"The League believes that winning 
the war is the shortest route toward 
the realization of this ideal, and is 
opposed to any movement that advo- 
cates peace except upon those terms."

The term "lire landB" was upplled to 
a tract of country In northern Ohio. 
After the Revolutionary wur when Con- 
necticut had ceded to the United 
8tates her undetermined bind posses- 
sions In the West, she reserved a tract 
embracing 500,000 acres, now Included 
In the northeastern portion of Ohio, to 
do us she pleased with. The laud so 
reserved was called the Western re- 
serve, or Connecticut resenre. The 
state of Connecticut subsequently aold 
It on easy terms to certain of ber cltl- 
tens who hud suffered at the hauda of 
the British during the war. Because 
they had thus suffered, the lands par- 
celed out to them were culled "suf- 
ferers' laod," and as moat of the suf- 
ferers were made such by Area, the 
lands were also culled "fire lands." 
The latter designation outlived the for- 
mer and wus current In the history of 
Ohio for many yeara. The Ore lands 
are now Included la the counties of 
Huron and Erie.

London, June 13.— In reply to the

BELIEVE REGISTRATION 

WILL EXCEE D ESTIMATE 

More Than 7,700,000 Enroll- 
ed, With Eleven States 
Yet to Report, 

Washington, June 13.— War regis- 
tration returns in tonight from thirty- 
seven States indicated that when all 
States have reported the total enrolled 
will exceed census estimates of eligi- 
bles, deducting the 60,000 men now 
in military and naval service not re- 
quired to register. 

The Provost Marshal General's of- 
fice estimated that total registration 
in the United States will be nearly 
9,500,000, slightly more than 90 per 
cent of the census estimate of 10,298,- 
000 eligibles between the ages of 21 
and 30 inclusive. Deductions indica- 
ted by the War Department, howev- 
er, would reduce this census estimate 
about 12 per cent, or to a little more 
than 9,000,000. 

With eleven more States to report, 
War Department records showed to- 
night that 7,773,467 for the States re- 
ported. Of those registered 5,468,- 
073 were white, 847,852 were colored, 
807,868 were aliens and 94,311 were 
alien enemies. Indicated possible ex 
emptions were 4,111,453. 

Some of the States not yet reported 
will show excesses over their census 
estimates, according to incomplete 
tabulations and will help to raise the 
aggregate percentage. 

Michigan today jumped into first 
place among the States in proportion 
of estimated elegibles actually regis- 
tered, with 113.6 per cent
